Report on Survey of the Common. 


The Committee to whom was referred, in March, 1848, an order of the town to examine, 
andif practicable, to re-establish the lines and bounds of the Common, and of School lot 
No. —, having attended to the duties assigned them, would respectfully report, that 


Commencing at a ledge of rocks near Gleason’s Mill, so called, they ran South to a point, 
at the top of the bank North of the Town House, agreeably to the plan obtained from the 
records of the town. On setting the compass at that point and running back, we founda 
variation of several degrees. ‘Then further trial of the compass was made at the bridge, 
and we found several! variations—the needle refusing to traverse from some cause not 
known to us, unless it be the mineral substances on and about the margin of the river. 
We then run the line South of the Town House, and found the compass to traverse cor- 
rectly. On taking it upon the West side the fences were found to be nearly where said 
plan represented them to be. On examining the East line two rods of the West end of 
the burying ground were found to be included within the bounds of the Common. 


By running the line North of the Town House we found it to extend so far down the 
bank as to have included a large portion of the earth that has been removed therefrom ; 
and part of the buildings occupied by Matthew Porter and others were found to be within 
the North line of the Common, and likewise part of the store occupied by Bingham & 
Stevens was found to be within the West line of the Common. We also found that land 
enclosed by Wm. A. Hunt, and land enclosed by Robert S. Gleason to be within the 
bounds of the Common. 


The buildings on either side of the street from the bridge to the Universalist Meeting 
House were also found to stand in part within the limits of the highway and Common, 
but having been so situated for more than twenty years we are of the opinion they could 
not be legaily removed without the consent of the owners. But part of the land oc- 
eupied by Robert S. Gleason, and part of the land occupied by Wm. A. Hunt, and part of 
the land on which the store occupied by Bingham & Stevens stands,being within the lines 
of the Common and having been occupied for a less time than twenty years,may be right- 
fully reclaimed by the town. 


Being unable to procure any authentic plan of the original survey and allotment of the 
town, your committee proceeded to re-establish the lines and bounds of the School lot 
formerly leased to Peter Reed and Peter Reed, Jr. by the best information that could be 
obtained from the examination of several deeds and from other sources,and found the quan- 
tity of land in said lot deficient. eS 


In this connection and in concluding this report, your committee cannot too earnestly 
recommend that measures be immediately taken to procure an authentic copy of the orig- 
inal plan of the town, and that the same be deposited in the office of the Town Clerk.

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Report of Superintending School 
£m 
Committee: 
The Superintending School Committee, appointed March, 1848, having- discharged the 
duties prescribed by the Statute, respectfully submit the following Report of the state of 


the Schools for the past year. We have thought best to present a more detailed account 
of the several Schools than heretofore, and shall therefore take up the “Districts according 


to their numbers. 
DISTRICT No. 1. : 


The Schools in this district were taught during the summer term by Miss McDonaLp 
and Miss Drmonp. Length of schools three months each. Number of scholars in first, 
50; males 21, females30; average number attending, 23. In the second, number of qif- 
ferent scholars 60; males 32, females 28; average attendance, 42. In the former of these 
schools the pupils did not yield that ready and cheerful obedience which is requisite to the 
greatest improvement. Jn the latter there was general satisfaction given, and a laudable 
degree of improvement made. 

The-winter terms of these schools were taught by Mr. Henry CHASE and Miss Dimonp. 
Length of schools four months each. In upper school, number of scholars 70; females 32, 
males 38; average altendance, 55. In the lower school, number of different scholars 
69; females 33, males 36; average attendance, 48.. These schools both labored under the 
disadvantage of being taught, during the first part of the term, in rooms ill adapted to the 
good management and improvement of the pupils. At our first visit to Mr. Chase’s 
school we had occasion to administer rather severe reproof, as well as to give counsel and 
advice. When we made our last visit to this school in their new house, we were happy 
to witness a decided improvement, both in the deportment of the scholars, and the prog- 
ress made in their studies. The lower school was rather too noisy for the comfort of the 
teacher, or the greatest improvement of the scholars, though Miss Dimond gave general 
satisfaction to the district,and the scholars made considerable advancement in their studies. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


The:summer school in No. 2 was taught by Miss GovLp, for the term of three months. 
Whole number of scholars 36; females 23, males 13; average attendance, 26. Miss Gould 
did not succeed so well as could be desired in rendering satisfaction to employers. 2 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Smiru, of Lempster, for the first two months, and 
for the last by Mr. Surparp, of Cornish, Whole number of scholars 51; females 26, 
males 25; average attendance, 45. Mr. Smith, in consequence of ill health, left the school; 
and Mr Shepard finished the term. ‘The school under his care appeated well, and his 
pupils gave evidence of good improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


The summer school in this district was taught by Miss Betty Powrrs, of Cornish. 
Whole number of. scholars 38 ; females 20, males 18; average attendance, 24. Length of 
school 4 1-2 months. Miss Powers is a well qualified teacher, and the pupils under her 
charge made good improvement. , 

The winter term was taught by Winttam BatiocH. Length of school 2 months and 
20 days. Whole number of scholars 44; females 22, males 22; average attendance, v0. 
‘fbhis school on examination appeared very well indeed ; proving the fact that where good 
government is maintained, we always find a good school. Mr. Balloch states in his re- 
port that the scholars were punctual in their attendance, correct in their depormment, and 
that parents were prompt in furnishing the necessary books and other things for the con- 
venience of the school. i 


_ DISTRICT No. 4 


The school in this district was taught during the summer term by Miss Caroninge A. 


Goutp. Length of school three months. Whole number of scholars 40; females 15, 
males 25; average attendance, 22. Miss Gould gave, we believe, pretty general satisfac- 
tion, though we are of opinion that if she had a little more of the mspiration of teaching, 
she would have rendered herself more profitable to her pupils. ; 


‘The winter term was taught by Josepu S. Grannis. Length of school 2 months and 5 — 


days. Whole number of scholars 42; femallés 14, males 28; average attendance, 29. 


Mr. Grannis rendered himself acceptable as a teacher, and his pupils made laudable 
improvement. : 


DISTRICT No. 6.

The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Sutra Powers, of Cornish.— 
Length of school 3 months and 6 days. Whole number of scholars 53; females 28, males 


25; average attendance, 34. ‘The old school house in this district was too small for the ba 
accommodation of the scholars, and perhaps Miss Powers did as well as she could under 
' the circumstauces in which she was placed. an

¢ our best teachers. 

The winter term was kept by Miss Wuirrxz, of Charlestown. Length of school four 
--_ months. Whole number of scholars 42; females 21, males 21; average attendance, 38. 
y. The appearance of this school was good, and the examination of the scholars satisfactory 
“ 


In Grammar and Arithmetic the recitations were excellent. In Colburn’s Arithmetic we 
: have never heard a better recitation in any place than was made by Miss Whipple’s class. 
"4 _ And we would cordially award to these teachers the merit due them for their fidelity and 


devotedness to the arduous duties of teaching. 


DISTRICT No. 7.

a Miss Mary A. MircHrxt taught the summer term of this school. Length of school 3 
: months. Whole number of scholars 23; females 16, males 7; average attendance, 18. 
:, Miss Mitchell has kept this school for three or four seasons in succession, with general 
4 acceptance to the district and profit to her pupils. 

: The winter term of three months was taught by Mr. Peasopy, of Newport, an old 
teacher who gave, we believe, general satisfaction, and ranks among our successful teach- 
ers. Whole number of scholars 28; females 11, males 17; average attendance, 23. 


DINTRICT No. 8 


J Miss Marsu taught the school in this district during the summer term of three months. 
Whole number of scholars 22; females 13, males 9; average attendance, 17, The schol- 

ars under Miss Marsh’s instruction made commendable improvement. 
-The winter school was taught by Mr. Reap. Length of schoel 2 months and a half. 
Whole number of scholars 22; females 7, males 15; average attendance, 18, This school 
appeared very well, both as to deportment and proficiency in their studies; aud we should 
place Mr. Read among the successful teachers. 


DISTRICT No. 9 


The summer term of this school was kept by Miss KENDALL, since deceased, from 
. whom we received no return. _— ; 
z The winter term of about two months and a half was taught by Mr. 8. F. Rossrrer. 


4 The examination of this school was in every respect satisfactory. The deportment of the 
. scholars was wiexceptionable, and the recitations of a high order. We examined his 
q class in Grammar, and are happy to state that they did credit both to themselves and their 

teacher. We think Mr. Rossiter is entitled to much praise for the excellent order main- 
‘ tained in his sehool, and for the improvement made by his pupils. We consider the ap- 


pearance of this school as second to none in town. 


DISTRICT Ne. 10. 


‘The Summer school in this district was kept by Miranna DB. THarcuen for the term of 
8 months. Whole number of scholars 34; females 19, males 15; average attendance, 30. 
This school appeared very well, and general satisfaction was given. 

The winter school was kept by Ina Cousy, Jr., for 11 weeks. Whole number of schol- 
ars 41; females 20, males 21; average attendance, 28. Mr. Colby from some unfortunate 
circumstances in relation to enforcing discipline, did not quite complete his term; though 

_ we think with more experience and a maturer judgment he may make a good teacher. 


d .. DISTRICT No. 11 “ 

The school during the summer term in this district was kept by Miss Marrua J. Hor- 

ton. Length of school 3 months. Whole number of scholars 16; females 10, males 6; 
eattendance, 12. ‘This was Miss Holton’s first attempt at teaching, and so far as 
we could judge she acquitied herself creditably. me *, 

The winter term was tanght by James Wrison of Newport, for the space of 1 month 
and i8 days. Whole number of scholars 19; females 10, males 9; average attendance, 15, 
Mr Wilson neither gained the affection or respect of his pupils, and consequently entirely 
failed to maintain order. He was therefore advised by your committee to leave, as being 
unqualified to teach. 


‘gy DISTRICT No, 12, 


The summer school in this district was taught by Miss Towns. Length of school 3 
ie months.

This school appeared well, and laudable proficieney was made by the scholars. 
The winter term was taught by Miss Cummrnes, of Hanover. Length of school three 
months and 20 days. Whole number of scholars 25; females 13, males 12; average at- 
_ tendance, 17. The appearance of this schcol was very good. We noticed during our 
visit no instance of whispering or other modes of communication between the scholars, 
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nor any impropriety of conduct. The recitations were prompt, and evinced a good degree 
of improvement; and we can cordially recommend her as one of the most experienced 


and best of teachers. 
DISTRICT No. 18, 


The summery term of this school was taught by Miss Gatrs. This would rank among 
the best managed schools inthe town. Miss Gates succeeded well in winning the affections 
of her pupils, and at the same time maintaining her authority, and under such cireum- 
stances scholars cannot fail to make proficiency. |'Fhrough some mistake her report has 
been lost. ; 

The winter term was taught in part by Mr. Dexrer Wuirriz, of Charlestown.— 
Whole number of scholars 16; females 10, males 6; average attendance, 13. At our first 
visit we found some disaflection existing as. to his mode of punishment, and advised him 
to a course to remedy the difficulty, but our counsel was unheeded, and the disaffection 


increased ull we were called upen to act legally in the case. The remainder of the term 
was kept by Mr. SHEparp of Cornish, who gave general satisfaction. 


DISTRICT No. 15. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Danrorru, who made no return to the com- 
raiitee- 

‘This district sustained two schools during the winter term. 
was taught by Saran BE. Ciarx, for two aud a half months. Whole number of schol- 
ars 31; females 14, males 17; average attendance, 25. This was a still and well managed 
school. Though in a small room with small scholars, Miss Clark discharged the duties of 
a teacher both creditably to herself and profitably to her employers. The other depart- 
ment was kept by Mr. Thomas Wuuippie,of Charlestown. Length of schoo) 2 months 
and 16 days. Whole number of scholars 50; females 18, males 32; average attendance, 
35. The school under Mr. Whipple’s charge appeared very well. Mr. Whipple is a vet- 
eran in the employment of teaching, and generally gives good satisfaction. 


DISTRICT No. 17, 


During the past year three schools have been sustained in this district, one on the Ter~ 
race and two in the brick schoo] house. ‘The school onthe Terrace was taught both 
summer and winter terms by Miss Waker, for three months each term. Whole number 
of scholars in summer 50; females 25, males 25; average attendance, 35. In winter 
whole number of scholars 40; females 18, males 22; average attendance, 30. There was 
considerable insubordination manifested in our first visit to this school, but Miss Walker . 
finally succeeded in establishing her authority and maintaining order; and ker school at - 
our subsequent visits appeared very well, and the scholars seemed to have made good 
improvement. Irregularity of attendance was complained of as the greatest drawback 
on their progress. 

The primary department in the brick school house both summer and winter, for the term 
of three months each, was taught by Miss Dustin. Whole number of scholars in sum-~ 
mer 54; females 25, males 29; average attendance, 47. In winter number of scholars 61; 
females 22, males 39; average attendance, 48. Miss Dustin fully sustained the reputation 
she has already acquired as a teacher. Her mildness of manner and dignity of deport- 
ment will always render her a successful teacher. , 

The school in the higher department was taught during the summer term by Miss Chara - 
FREEMAN. Length of school 3 months. Whole number of scholars 39; females 29, 
males 10; average attendance, 28. This school was subject to a wholesome discipline, 
andon examination gave evidence of good improvement. Miss Freeman is among our 
most experienced and successful teachers. 

Io the winter it was taught by Mr. Kipper of Alstead, for the term of three months. 
Whole number of scholars 62; females 32, males 30; average attendance, 50. The fe- 
males of this school appeared very well, both as to deportment and recitations, and gave 
evidence of improvement. But the male part of the school were in some instances re- 
fractory, and yielded but a constrained obedience to the regulations of the teacher. And 
under such circumstances but limited progress could be expected. We think Mar. Kidder 
would have succeeded better if he had met with a more hearty co-operation on the part 


of parents. 
DISTRICT Ne. 18. :

The summer term of this school was taught by Miss Bartey, of Unity. Length of 
school 3 months. | Whole numberof scholars 21; females 7, males 14; average attend- 
ance, 18. The school under Miss Bailey’s charge appeared very well indeed, and her 
services as far as we could learn were acceptable. We consider Miss Bailey an excel- 
lent teacher. ; 4 

The winter term ‘of about two months was taught by Mr. D. P. Bariey, of Unity.— 
Whole number of scholars 37; females 14, males 23; average attendance, 34. This was 
one of the best managed schools in town Parents in this district took the only effectual 
means to have a good school by yielding their influence with that of the teacher, to secure

the punctual attendance of their children, and their obedience to the wholesome regula- — 


tions of the school, Mr. Bailey, by the mildness of his manner and his genlemanly de«

a. this a truly praiseworthy progress was made by them in their studies.

DISTRICT No. 19. 


This school during the summer term cf 11 weeks was taught by Miss THorNDIKE. 
Whole number of scholars 20; females 10, males 10; average attendance, 15. 

During the winter term three differentteachers were:employed; the last of whom, Mr. 
Coxsy of Plainfield, kept one month and a half. Whole number of scholars 24; females 
7,males 17; average attendance, 19. In respect to this district we are disposed to attrib- 
ute part of the fault to the inexpertence of teachers, and a part to parents, who we fear 
are not so well united‘as they should be in their efforts to promote the best interests of 
their-children. 


- * 


The female teachers who presented themselves for examination the past year were 
better qualified upon the whole than in any other year previous ; and the summer schools 
taken together were bétter managed than they have been for the past ten years. On the 
other hand there has not been so many failures on the part of male teachers, perhaps for 
Yhe same period, as during the past winter. And if the reason of this failure be asked, 
we answer it is to be attributed to several causes.- In the first place prudential] commit- 
tees are not so careful as they should be in selecting their teackers. They employ young 
and inexperienced men in perhaps too many instances, and afier they have employed 
them they do not visit the school and render that aid to ‘their teacher which it is in their 

“power to do, by advising and stimutating the scholars in a course of good conduct and 
diligent application to their studies. If our schools were frequently visited both by pru- 
dential commiltees and pareuts generally, how would the teacher’s heart be encour- 
aged and his hands strengthened to discharge more faithfully the arduous duties that 
devolve on him as a teacher; and how many failures might thus be prevented. We are 
happy to say,however, that there have been more visits made by prudential committees the 
past year than heretofore, and in districts No.1, 13, 15 and 17, the committees have fully 
discharged their duties in this respect. There are nota supply of experienced teachers 
an the county, nor-will there be likely to be till their labors receive a more ample compen- 
sation. Young men will engage.in more lucrative business. _ 

We are of opinion that some more efficient method should be adopted by the diStricts to 
sustain teachers, andespecially those who have not had much experience; and this might 
‘be done by the different districts adopting some system of by-laws for the general regula- 
tions of their schools, so that the teacher might feel confidence that he should be sustained 
im earrving out not only those regulations, but such others as ‘are necessary for the good 
of the school. We are happy to learn that in distriet No. 1 such a system of by-laws has 

: been adopted, and if put in execution we doubt net much benefit will be derived from 


‘them. 
TEACHERN INSTITUTE. 


Your committee are free to state it as their opinion that much good has already resulted 
from the Insutute’held here the during past year. A great amount of practical information 
iin the science of teaching was communicated,and very many of the teachers who attended 
succeeded in reducing it to practice in their schools. We have observed in all instances 
that those teachers who most fully carried out the principles inculcated in the Institute, 
thave kept the best schools ; while those on the other hand who have failed, either did not 
‘attend the Institute, or did not succeed in reducing the knowledge they gained to practice. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


{ - Ttis perhaps generally known that an uniform set of Text Books forthe county was 
ss xwecommended and adopted by the Sullivan County Common Sehool Association last au- 
tumn. We thought best not to press the introduction of these books at once, and therefore 
where schools were supplied with books we suffered them to continue the use of the old 
ones , but when new books were to be purchased we have recommended the new ones. 
h Your committee deem it essential to the best interests of our schools, that as soon as it can 


be done without imposing too great a burden on parents, that the new text books should 
be introduced, te 


; SCHOOL HOUSES. 


There has been some improvement in school houses the past year. District No. 1 has 
erected a spacious new building which does them much credit. There has also been built 
in No. 5 a new school house, both convenient and comfortable. In No. 9 the old house 
has been removed to a more pleasant situation, and repaired so that it now holds a very 
respectable standing among the school-houses of the town. The house in district No. 18 

__ has been remodeled in the inside so.as to render it quite convenient. There are still some 

other houses in town which need to be either replaced with new ones, or else so repaired 

as to furnish better accommodations to both teacher and scholars; and itis to be hoped 
that this matter will not be long neglected. 

In conclusion,your committee cannot refrain from expressing their conviction that parents 

generally feel too little interest in. the good management and prosperity of our common 

schools. Want of punctuality in scholars is almost universally complained of by our 


-< 
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teachers, as one of the greatest hindrances to the progress of their pupils; and how can if 
be secured unless parents lend prompt and efficient aid to the teacher in his efforts to pro- 
cure it? Jt is their duty not only to send their children to school, but to know that they are 
there punetually at the hour. Parents are also too remiss in visiting their schools. As tar 
as We are informed there have been very few visits made by parents the past year. We 
think much good would result from the practice of parents frequently visiting our schools . 
The teacher would thus be encouraged, and a spirit of laudable emulation would be in~ 
fused into the minds of the scholars.
